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Dear  Reader: 

No  endeavor  of  mankind  is  more  international  in  scope  than  the  pursuit  of  scientific 
knowledge  for  health.  With  good  reason.  No  matter  where  we  live,  the  diseases  that 
plague  us  can  reach  any  country.  The  current  pandemic  of  AIDS  is  but  one  example. 

There  are  many  others,  such  as  tuberculosis  and  malaria.  The  greatest  killers  of  mankind, 
heart  disease  and  cancer,  are  universal  in  their  devastating  effect. 

Just  as  diseases  reach  across  national  boundaries,  so  do  science's  efforts  to  combat  them. 
The  National  Institutes  of  Health  (NIH)  has  been  linked  with  international  science  since 
its  founding  as  the  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  on  Staten  Island  in  New  York  City  in  1887. 

Its  first  Director  trained  in  the  internationally  prominent  laboratories  of  Europe,  to  return 
to  the  United  States  to  identify  the  cause  of  a cholera  epidemic  affecting  New  York  and 
other  cities  where  the  infection  was  endemic.  Over  one  hundred  years  later,  NIH  is  a 
destination  for  researchers  worldwide  to  better  understand  disease  processes  and 
advance  clinical  solutions. 

As  the  world's  largest  biomedical  institution,  NIH  assists  thousands  of  scientists  each  year 
to  collaborate  with  their  colleagues  in  other  nations  across  the  spectrum  of  biomedicine. 
However,  NIH  is  only  one  of  many  public  and  private  organizations  worldwide  that 
provide  international  support  for  biomedical  research  and  training. 

In  an  effort  to  consolidate  information  about  these  sources  of  funding  into  one  document, 
the  Fogarty  International  Center,  the  international  arm  of  NIH,  published  the  first  edition 
of  the  Directory  of  International  Grants  and  Fellowships  in  the  Health  Sciences  in  1988.  It  has 
since  become  our  most  requested  publication  and  is  perhaps  the  most  inclusive  document 
available  on  international  opportunities  in  biomedical  research.  This  publication  is  updated 
continually  as  new  sources  of  research  and  training  support  become  known.  We  encourage 
our  readership  to  contribute  to  this  effort,  by  sharing  information  on  organizations  and 
programs  which  support  international  fellowships,  grants  and  other  awards. 

Louis  Pasteur  remarked  that  "Science  knows  no  country  because  knowledge  belongs  to 
humanity,  and  is  the  torch  which  illuminates  the  world."  We  hope  the  Directory  serves 
to  guide  and  enlighten  students  and  scientists  throughout  the  world  on  international 
opportunities  in  the  biomedical  sciences.
